The statement made, December 28th last, by Dr. G. Stanley 
Hall, president of Clark University at the New York meeting of the 
American Association for the Advancement of Science "that science has 
received a severe setback in Hurope because of the war and that it is 
up to America to fill the gap" has confirmed me in my long held con- 
viction that the time has come, indeed, for American scholarship to 
write its Declaration of Independence in the shape of a vast 
Encyclopedic Library, embracing all branches of human knowledge. 


This ascertaining, to be here undertaken for the first time on 
so broad a scale, of the solid assets of science, both as to facts 
and principles, will be an enormous saver of time and labor for our 
genial investigators. 


The colossal material is stored up in our eplendid libraries} 
we have in our universities and cognate institutions the scholars 
qualified to direct and compile a work of this nature. We have, 
finally, with us the broad-minded Maecenases able to grasp the im- 
portance of the establishment of such a Syndicate of American 
Scholarship and the far-reaching eventful consequences of its labors 
for the educational and industrial development of our country. 


Strange as it may seem, we have not yet an authoritative, 
universal history of the American continent taken as a whole, along 
the lines of the Cambridge Modern History. A series of 24 Volumes 
(Canada 3, Mexico 2, Central America 1, West Indies 1, South America 
5, United States 12) of lively written monographs, from the pens of 
the most competent specialists, on the political history and geo- 
graphy, fauna and flora, literature and art, etc. of the various 
countries and states, presenting the final results of a century of 
American historiography, a sort of Pan-American Encyclopedia, would 
fitly inaugurate the monumental work, 


We have in the whole scientific literature of the world, 
neither adequate Encyclopedias of chemistry, physics, astronomy, nor 
broad gauged up-to-date compendia of geology, botany and zoology. 
During the last ten years or so, I tried my hands in laying the 
foundation to a Military and Naval Encyclopedia, International Ency- 
clopedias of Insurance, Transportation and Finance, an Encyclopedia

of the Orient and an Encyclopedia of the Stage; but the structures 

themselves will have to be erected through the combined efforts of 

our West Point and Annapolis, our efficient Schools of Commerce and 
so on, 


Relatively new branches of science, such as sociology and 
criminology, comparative jurisprudence and comparative religion, 
literally clamor for an encyclopedic treatment, which, in a certain 
sense, could be defined as a kind of scientific border regulation. 


American enterprise only is equal to such a tremendous under- 
taking. Over in Europe, and even in its academic circles, the 
Stockyards of Chicago are used as symbol of Americanism; they 
ignorantly overlook its University, which has been founded by one 
man with an endowment almost equal to the total budgets of the 
twenty-two universities of Germany and the eight universities of 
Austria, 


The present is the psychological moment to show the world 
America’s intellectual strength and its idealism. I had the 
audacity to conceive the plan, but in order to succeed, I will need 
the wholehearted backing by the public opinion of our country, as 
represented by its political, financial and learned elite, I have 
80 far succeeded (see enclosure) in securing the goodwills and 
wishes of a number of our most prominent educators and scholars, 
and a broadminded merchant prince is generously pearing the prelim- 
inary expenses. 


In the first stage of so huge an enterprise, its originator 
wins new strength by every word of encouragement, every useful sug- 
gestion if coming from a man occupying your high position. How 
happy would I feel if I were able to crown my literary career 
with this supreme service to my adoptive country.

My dear Sir:- In explanation of this letter, I may say that I am Profes- 
sor of Political Science at the University of Nevada, and that I am writ- 
ing in behalf of Mr. Thomas H. Edsall, a student at that university who 
ig under appointment as Rhodes Scholar from Nevada, beginning with this 
autumn. In the peculiar circumstances of these days he is uncertain as 
to his movements in the immediate future, and I promised to try to un- 
cover information for his benefit while I was in the Fast. Professor 
Shotwell, of Columbia University, suggested that you. might probably be 


conversant vith information which would be useful to Mr. Fdsall, and 


Iam therefore taking the liberty of applying to you. 
The young man has heard that most of the Americam Rhodes Schol- 


ars are either driving ambulances in France or taking military train- 

ing at some of the camps in England, and he is himself desirous of pur- 
suing the latter course. He has heard from---Mr. Parkin, I think,--- 
asking him what he proposes to do and stating that if he wishes to post- 
pone his residence at Oxford until after he has completed a tour of mili 
tary duty, he is at liberty to do so. His idea seems to be to qualify as 
Rhodes Scholar, and then, presumably on leave of absence, take training 
at some camp, as he has heard other Rhodes Scholars are doing. He has 
replied to Mr. Parkin to this effect, but an answer can hardly be expecta 
before the end of June. About the beginning of this month I wrote 
for him to the War Department at Washington. The assistant Secretary re- 
plied that the Department had no policy with reference to men in his sit- 
uation. Personally and unofficially, however, he seemed to approve of the 
young mants purpose and suggested that he go right over, writing to the 


Secretary of War and stating his purpose. 
Mr. Edsall has written to the other thirty five appoint- 


ees from the States but has heard from only one or two and they seemed 


to be entirely uncertain in their plans.

To fill this vacancy 
I am taking the liberty to apply for a position in your University. 
As justification for this application I beg to submit to you a 
short sketch of my life and literary activity. 


I was born in Serbia and educated in European and American 
universities. In 1902 graduated of Zajecar College, and in 1907 of 
Belgrade University. The same year appointed instructor of modern 
languages in Zajecar College. Later on travelled to Russia studying 
and perfecting some courses in Slavic Phylology. About this time hawe 
been published several articles and treatises in the field of Slavic 
literature. Some of these treatises are quoted in the American Law 
Review, January-February, 1916, of which a copy is sent to you under 
separate cover. From the University of California I graduated M.L. 
(Master of Letters) in I914, and since I9I5 I am lecturing in the 
Extension Division of the same institution. Besides these regular 
lectures I delivered last year a series of lectures in larger Cali- 
fornian cities for both the American and Slavie people. 


In the University of Toronto I can give lectures or instruc- 
tion in Russian and other Slavic languages, Slavic institutions, and 
comparative Slavic literature.
